SUBJECT: Request for Special Estimate 



1. As a result of recent CPM briefing on Albania and CPM 
decision to proceed with staff planning studies auid preparation 
of emergency plans for that area, It Is essential that a special 
intelligence analysis and estimate be prepared as a basis for 
fvurther policy and planning studies by the PMS staff. 

2. !Rie Inclosure to this memorandum lista questions for tdiloh 
atnsvers are required by PMS In conxiectlon with the required Intelligence 
estimate. These questions have been coordinated vlth FMS/lOQ, 

PMS/0P0T(PL), PP, and SE Division ( Questions are 

designed to cover matters affect li:g general policy and pl a nnin g 
guidance considerations. Detailed operational Intelligence idilch 

will be required by SE and other area divisions In preparing their detailed 
operational plans Is not required In this estimate.
